I>os Angeles, Aug. 27.—The Germ an 
dirigible G raf Zeppelin missed disas­ 
ter by just a few feet here today as 
it started a conquest of the N orth 
Am erican continent, the final lap 
of 
its 
race 
against 
tim e 
around 
the 
world. 
The great dirigible, victorious over 
the storm s of the A tlantic and Pacific 
oceans and the hazards of Europe and 
Asia, alm ost m et ruin in the netw ork 
of high tension wires which surround 
Mines Field. 
The G raf, taking off at 3:15 A 
M. 
eastern standard tim e for Lakehurst, 
N. J., where only 20 days ago it began 
its 20,000 mile flight around the globe, 
failed to gain altitude as quickly as 
anticipated and only the skill of its 
com mander, Dr. Hugo E ckener, took 
it out of the m ost serious situation 
encountered on its tour. 
The crowd of 125,000 at the airport, 
sensing 
the 
predicam ent, 
cheered 
m ightily as the giant bag, with its 
tail 
dragging 
slightly, 
successfully 
cleared the wires. 
Dirigible 
experts 
at 
the 
field ex­ 
pressed the opinion that a strata of 
cold air was responsible for che situ­ 
ation that accom panied the take-off. 
As explained by these experts, D r 
E ck en er evidently intended to petm it 
the gas in his cra ft to lift it to a 
sufficient height to clear the wires. 
B ut 
som ething, 
probably 
a 
cold 
draught, held the G raf lower to the 
ground, with the tail alm ost touching 
As I he m otors took hold, the G raf’s 
tail was still low. 
Aware that the tail was not high 
enough to pass over the wires, Dr. 
E cken er levelled out 
his 
ship 
and 
drove its nose directly toward the net­ 
work, bringing the tail up. 
Then he once again elevated 
tho 
nose and the ship passed 
jfrield officials said that fitm ra e Z ep - 
pelin touched the high voltage w ires 
it would have caused a m ajor disaster. 
The route which Dr. 
E cken er 
ex­ 
pected to follow for the 
first 
nine 
hours of the 2600-mile flight to L ake­ 
hurst was by way of Indio, Cal., Yum a 
and Tucson, Ariz., and E l Paso, Texas. 
Commander E cken er, who only 
IS 
hours before had landed his craft here 
a fter com pleting the first air passen­ 
ger crossing of the Pacific from Tokio, 
hoped to reach Lakehurst within two 
days and thereby break the present 
record of 23 days for 
a 
round-the- 
world trip established in 1928 by Jo h n 
H enry M ars and the late Captain C. 
B . Collyer. 
A slight ground 
fog 
covered 
the 
field as the dirigible was 
cut 
loose 
from its mooring m ast. 
It was clear 
overhead, however, and the w eather 
bureau announced good weather con­ 
ditions over the entire route. 
Local 
thunderstorm s 
in 
Arizona, 
which for a tim e were considered as a 
possible hindrance to the flight, clear­ 
ed up before take-off time. 
It was 20 days ago that the G raf be­ 
gan its epochal journey around the 
world from Lakehu rst where it had 
moored after its third flight across the 
A tlantic. 
The 4,200-mile flight to 
Friedrich- 
shafen was com pleted August IO and 
after a four-day stop-over for fuel and 
slight repairs the dirigible began th** 
second leg of its flight, across the 
hazardous m ountain ranges to K asi- 
m agaura airport at Tokio. 
Tokio was reached August 19. Fou r 
days later the G raf left for a 5.500- 
mile flight across the Pacific and it 
was on that, the third leg of the jo u r­ 
ney, that the giant air liner m et its 
greatest test. 
In the early part of the flight, heavy 
storm s arose in the G raf’s path and 
continued for nearly one entire day. 
Dr. 
Eckener's 
m asterful 
handling 
brought the craft through safely with­ 
out great loss of time. 
The G raf m ust reach Lakehurst by 
4 P. M. Thursday (eastern standard 
tim e) to break the M ears-Collyer rec­ 
ord of 23 days. 
Statisticians figured, 
however, that if the G raf 
averaged 
even 60 miles an hour (considerably 
less than its average speed) it would 
arrive in L akehurst before that hour.

of Arab Moslems were concentrating 
before the populous Jew ish center of 
Tel-Aviv today with the apparent in­ 
tention of storming the city. 
A de­ 
tachm ent of British troops was dis­ 
patched under full m arching orders to 
aid in the defense of the community. 
According to local Jew ish 
sources 
the Arabs contemplate attacking Tel- 
several points in spite of the arrival 
in 
Palestine 
of 
additional 
English 
troops which were being rushed here 
from several sections of the empire. 
Tel-Aviv has a Jewish population of 
40,000. 
Interm ittent fighting continued 
in 
several points in spite of the addival 
of additional troops. 
The bazaars and 
business places In the principal towns 
of the riot zone were closed today. 
Several new outbreaks were reported 
from various points. 
The Arabs captured and looted the 
village of Afoule 
yesterday, 
adding 
several new Jewish casualties to the 
rapidly mounting fist. 
According lo 
the best available information at pres­ 
ent there were more than IOO killed 
since the outbreaks began last Friday. 
The American consul has left for 
Hebron, where a number of Am erican 
students at the rabbinical 
seminary 
were killed in the Arab onslaught. 
Shooting and looting continued In 
the suburbs even after the arrival of 
British reinforcements, although 
the 
patrols, supported by machina guns 
and arm ored cars, m anaged to eatab- 
lish some sort of order in the populous 
parts of the city. 


Paris, Aug. 27. — Uncensored 
dis­ 
patches to the United Press from Bei­ 
rut, Syria, today indicated that 
the 
rioting in Palestine between the Jew s 
and the Arabs was spreading rapidly 
to the small towns and villages and 
was becoming aggravated by the alli­ 
ance of Moslems and Christians.

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State Patrol to Give Driving Tips 


MEMBERS of the new State Highway Patrol will be at the 
Minnesota State Fair next week, ready to answer questions on 
traffic laws and give tips on safe driving, says a Highway bulle­ 
tin received by the Dispatch. They will be found at the Highway 
booth in the State exhibits building. 
Motorcycles and other 
equipment used by the traffic officers will also be on display. 
The work of the new patrol will be largely educational, as it 
is the belief of C. M. Babcock, commissioner of highways, and 
Earle Brown, chief of the state patrol, that more accidents are 
due to ignorance of traffic rules than to willful recklessness. 
For 
this reason members of the patrol will he assigned to duty at the 
fair, where they can talk to more people in one week than they can 
at any other place. 
Exhibits of state departments will be grouped, as in the past, 
in one building. 
The state exhibits building is a modern, well 
lighted structure north of the women’s building. 
The Highway 
department’s miniature road, which has attracted much attention 
at previous fairs, has been reconstructed and several new features 
incorporated. 
The institutions under the State Board of Control will be 
prominent in the building. The State prison will show farm ma­ 
chinery and binder twine and other institutions will have a wide 
variety of articles made by the inmates. 
The State Department of Agriculture, Dairy and Food, The 
State Railroad and Warehouse Commission, the mineral and tim­ 
ber departments of the State Auditor’s office, the State University 
agricultural department, the Board of Health, Historical society, 
Department of Education, Drainage department, and the automo­ 
bile license division of the Secretary of State’s office will also have 
exhibits. 
The State Game and Fish and Forestry departments will have 
a separate building near the State Exhibits building.
